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THE  LOIDOr  APPLE  MARKET 
American  apples  sold  at  lower  prices  at  London  Tuesday?  March  31, 
than  last  week,  according  to  a  cahle  from  ?red  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist 
in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  In-" 
ijuiry  was  generally  good  at  these  prices.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  on 
the  whole  was  good.     Supplies  of  Albemarle  Pippins,  Rhode  Island  Greenings 
and  Baldwins  were  light  and  -  St  arks  and  Romes  very  light.    Yellow  ITewtowns 
were  in  liberal  supply  and  Spitzenbergs  in  light  supply. 

The  moderate  supplies  of  American  pears  met  a  good  demand  but  at 
lower  prices..  The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  satisfactory.  California 
Winter  Nelis  made  the  best  prices  of  the  pear  offerings. 

Mr .  Votz  renorts  that  slacks  have  been  quite  numerous  this  season 
not  only  among  apples  packed  in  "barrels  and  baskets  but  also  box  uacks. 
Slacks  must  be  sold  at  a  discount  since  the  fruit  is  often  injured  from 
beino*  loose  and  also  because  the  trade  feels  they  are  not  getting  full 
measure . 

The  British  apple  import  restriction  of  1930  has  been  made  per- 
manent, states  Mr.  Motz.    This  order  prohibits  the  importation  of  apples 
from  the  United  States  between  Julj'-  1  and  November  15,  unless  they  are 
certified  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  as  falling  with- 
in the  two  higher  grades  recognized  by  that  department  for  apples  packed 
in  barrels,  "baskets  or  boxes.    Last  year  no  barreled  or  basketed  apples 
below  U.  S.  No,  1  or  boxed  apples  below  Fancy  verc  permitted  to  enter  the 
British  market  during  the  period  July  1  to  November  15.
